‘Ike’ Eves’ life 
centered on family 
and fire department 


Pool meeting 
is called off

Kenneth ‘Ike’ Eves of Ro¬ 
mulus had three key loves: his 
family, bowling and the Ro¬ 
mulus Fire Department. 

Mr. Eves, who died July 1 at 
the age of 79, served as a volun¬ 
teer with the local firefighters 
for 28 years. 

“If Ike wasn’t home, I never 
had to worry where he was,” 
his widow, Iva, stated on Mon¬ 
day afternoon, “I always knew 
he was with his best friends, 
the local firefighters, includ¬ 
ing Chief Joe Crova and Fire¬ 
fighter Ray Wendland.” 

All three served for decades 
with the local fire volunteers. 

One of the most unique inci¬ 
dents that occurred in past 
years, Mrs. Eves said, was 
when the Romulus Fire De¬ 
partment obtained its initial 
life saving device and found it 
had to be used first on a fellow 
firefighter, who was stricken 
suddenly with a heart attack. 

Wendland said in the early 
1940’s when the fire depart¬ 
ment was first organized, “I 
found Ike to be a good guy-de¬ 


voted to the fire department. 
At that time, we were truly vol¬ 
unteer firemen, since we 
didn’t get paid.” 

He said Eves “would show 
up regularly as we all did...and 
whatever had to be done, we 
did it.” 

City Councilman William 
Crova — son of the former fire 
chief - remembers Ike as a old 
time Romulus resident, who 
was deeply committed to his 
community. 

Crova added “Ike was one of 
that original band of 12 volun¬ 
teers, who manned the single 
fire truck at various fire 
scenes, as well as keeping the 
department’s equipment in 
working order. I have always 
had a warm spot in my heart 
for those firemen.” 

Ike’s fire department career 
was interrupted briefly, while 
he served with the U.S. Army 
during World War II. He spent 
time in Italy, Czechoslovakia 
and northern Afirica, Mrs. Eves 
said. 

For a time he also was a 
business partner with Crova in 
the towing business, before 
switching to the Unistrutt Con-

struction Co. in Wayne. He re- 
tired years back from 
Unistrutt after serving as their 
maintenance officer for about 
31 years. 

In addition to his wife, he is 
survived by a son, Kenneth 
“Ike” Eves Jr. of Clearwater, 
Fla.; a daughter, Mary L. Phi¬ 
llips of Romulus; a sister, 
Pearl Bower of Romulus; two 
brothers, Melvin Eves of Ro¬ 
mulus and Paul Eves of Wayne; 
three grandchildren and four 
great- grandchildren. 

The funeral was conducted 
at the Crane Funeral Home 
with the Rev. Marvin Hawb- 
aker officiating. Interment was 
in Michigan Memorial Park in 
Flat Rock. 


Will Romulus residents be 
given a voice this November in 
whether a new city recreation 
facility and pool should be 
constructed?

In recent meetings the only 
outsiders were a few tax con¬ 
scious private citizens includ¬ 
ing Jim Rarey — a well known 
citizen critic, who attends most 
City Council meetings. 

Rarey voiced some skepti- 
c ism after attending the last 
public session - feeling some 
elected officials bear limited 
interest in informing the pub¬ 
lic on key parts of the recre¬ 
ation center/pool issue. 

Other issues discussed by 
some city-school district par¬ 
ties outside the sessions were 
about water safety programs, 
school swim teams, senior citi¬ 
zen exercise programs and 
other quality of life concerns. 

But the general feeling is 
that the tax issues would 
weigh heavier than any of 
those listed above.

THE EXECUTION OF CONTRACT BETWEEN THE CITY OF 
GIBRALTAR, CITY OF ROMULUS, CITY OF FLAT ROCK, 
CITY OF WOODHAVEN, CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF BROWN- 
STOWN, CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF HURON, CHARTER

ROCKWOOD AND THE SOUTH HURON VALLEY UTILITY 
AUTHORITY AND NOTICE OF RIGHT OF REFERENDUM 

TAKE NOTICE THAT the respective City Councils of the City of 
Gibraltar, Wayne County, Michigan; City of Romulus, Wayne 
County, Michigan; City of Flat Rock, Wayne County, Michigan; and 
the City of Woodhaven, Wayne County, Michigan; the respective 
Township of Huron, Wayne County, Michigan; and the Charter 
Township of Van Buren, Wayne County, Michigan; and the Village 
Council of the Village of South Rockwood, Monroe County, 
Michigan (collectively the “Local Units”), each at a legal meeting, 
have authorized the execution of a contract with the South Huron 
Valley Utility Authority-(the “Authority”) providing for the acquisi¬ 
tion of the South Huron Valley Sanitary Collection and Treatment 
System (the “Sewage System”). The total cost of acquisition is esti¬ 
mated to be not to exceed Fifteen Million Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars (15,500,000). The cost of acquisition of the System is 
approximately equal to the outstanding indebtedness of Wayne 
County which originally financed the construction of the Sewage 
System through its Department of Public Works under contract with 
the Local Units and provided for the transfer of the Sewage System 
upon payment of the County’s debt. The original County-issued 
bonds of $32,000,000 have been reduced by payments from the 
Local Units to a balance of not exceeding $14,235,000. Further, all 
Local Units except the City of Romulus have also authorized con¬ 
struction and financing by the Authority of expansion of the Duane 
Egeland Treatment Plant (the “Plant Expansion”), together with 
necessary engineering services and rights in land for the use of the 
Local Units and the users of the Sewage System within the Local 
Units, with total planned Plant Expansion improvements estimated 
to cost Thirty Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($30,500,000) including all construction, engineering, legal, admin¬ 
istrative and financing costs which may be born in part from funds 
advanced by the Local Units, except the City of Romulus. 

FINANCING DETAILS 

For all Local Units, acquisition of the Sewage System will be fund¬ 
ed by the issuance of new bonds (“Plant Acquisition Bonds”) of the 
Authority or by cash payments, pro rate, from Local Units, or both. 
For all Local Units except the City of Romulus, the Plant Expansion 
will be funded by Local Unit funds on hand and bonds (“Plant 
Expansion Bonds”) maturing over a period of approximately 20 
years from date of issue bearing interest at a rate of not to exceed 
3% to be determined by negotiation as authorized by law. The Plant 
Expansion Bonds are expected to be sold to the Michigan Municipal 
Bond Authority through its Sewer Revolving Fund Program at a 
lower than market interest rate projected at 2.25% 

SOURCE OF PAYMENT OF BONDS 

The principal of and interest on said bonds will be payable from the 
contractual payments due from the Local Units, funding for which 
will be derived primarily from sewer rates and charges, connection 
fees and other revenue obtained from the operation of each Local 
Unit/s sewage disposal system. Rates and charges for services fur¬ 
nished by the Sewage System may from time to time be increased in 
order to provide additional revenues to met expenses for operating 
and maintaining the Sewage System and for paying the principal of 
and interest on said bonds and to provide reserves therefor. It is 
presently estimated that revenues to be derived from the improve¬ 
ments together with revenues derived from the existing sewage dis¬ 
posal system will be sufficient to meet each of the Local Unit’s con¬ 
tractual obligation. A schedule of existing rates and charges is on 
file in the office of each Local Unit’s respective Clerk. A Local Unit 
may not levy taxes in addition to its presently authorized millage 
rates to pay any portion of its contractual indebtedness, but each 
may use and pledge general funds, and will accordingly constitu¬ 
tional, charter and statutory tax rate limitation for payment of its 
contractual obligation to the South Huron Valley Utility Authority.

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Road millage plan won’t ease congestion

While the most interesting 
race on the Aug. 4 primary bal¬ 
lot may be the Democratic con¬ 
test between Geoffrey Feiger, 
Larry Owen, and Doug Ross for 
the party’s nomination for gov¬ 
ernor, the hottest election is 
the Canton road millage. 

The proposal asks voters to 
approve a two-mill tax in¬ 
crease to pay for an eight-year 
road improvement program.’ 
During those yfears it will gen¬ 
erate $3.6 million and partially 
pay for road widenings, pav¬ 
ings, and traffic signals. 

All totaled, the township ex¬ 
pects to end up with $12.5 mil¬ 
lion worth of roadwork, me 
balance will be made up of 
county and state funding. 

According to township liter¬ 
ature, the goal of the program 
is to relieve traffic congestion 
and road deterioration, and to 
increase road safety. 

No doubt that proposed 
road reconstruction will re¬ 
pair the deteriorating roads. If 
more smooth roads gets you 
off, you should vote for the 
millage, if you can afford it. 

Also the proposed new traf¬ 
fic signals might increase 
safety marginally. If you be¬ 
lieve that even a little bit more 
safety will help, you should 
vote for the millage, if you can 
afford it. 

In my opinion, the millage 
will meet these two goals. 



What the millage will not do 
by itself is relieve congestion 
nor be an efficient use of the 
residents’ money and re- 
sources.iij 

-i In my opinion, GfujtflnX traf¬ 
fic congestion is caused by 
rapid growth. The rapid 
growth, which exceeds the 
township’s ability to build 
roads or classrooms, is caused 
by poor planning, though it at 
long last appears that the 
township is moderating growth 
a tad. 

The decision not to subsi¬ 
dize a huge traffic-generating 
project at Lotz and Ford Road 
was the first indication that 
the township government was 
falling out of love with reck¬ 
less growth. Perhaps one day 
someone will explain why offi¬ 
cials considered paying mil¬ 
lions to increase Canton’s 
growth, when developers have 
been selling their mothers to 
get in for free during the nine¬ 
ties. 

Since the road plans were 
concocted by traffic engineers 
without supervision by a qual¬ 
ity planning consultant, some 
of the proposed road widen¬ 


ings may harm nearby residen- 
tia 1 neighborhoods. 
Historically, commercial de¬ 
velopment follows five-lane 
road construction in sprawling 
communities without stan¬ 
dards - Ford Road being the 
example from Hell. 

Unless the plan is reduced 
in scale and tempered by bou¬ 
levards and other residential 
amenities, it’s good-bye to Can¬ 
ton Center and Cherry Hill 
neighborhoods. 

lust so you know, the reason 
boulevards were excluded is 
because they’re more costly 
upfront, something town offi¬ 
cials know all too well. How¬ 
ever, what township officials 
don’t know, in their desire to 
pass this millage come hell or 
highwater, is that the most re¬ 
cent data from the World Bank 
shows that “a vast network of 
superhighways does nothing to 
build an economy.” In other 
words, these fanatic road 
builders aren’t getting any¬ 
thing in return for taxpayers 
money. 

As a result, across the globe, 
planners are rethinking road 
use and seeking alternatives to 
sprawl. 

If Canton’s officials would 
agree to consider alternate 
road plans in the same spirit 
they showed in realizing it was 
a waste of money to pay for 
growth in Wayne County’s fas¬ 
test growing municipality, then

Physicians, patients and legislators join to 
support Federal Patients’ Bill of Rights

Physicians, patients and leg¬ 
islators joined together recently 
at the State Capitol Build¬ 
ing to voice support for the 
federal Patients’ Bill of Rights 
currently pending in Congress. 

The federal Patients’ Bill of 
Rights, introduced by Con¬ 
gressman John Dingell (D) 
Dearborn, and co-sponsored 
by Congresswoman Debbie 
Stabenow, (D), Lansing, would 
guarantee patients’ basic 
rights when dealing with their 
health plans. 

Rights would include a full 
disclosure of what is covered 
and not covered by a health 
plan, an independent appeals 
process, liability for denial or 
delay of care, coverage for 
emergency rooms when a pa¬ 
tient feels it is necessary and 
elimination of all “gag” rules 
that interfere with the doctor/ 
patient relationship. 

“Our health care system is 
changing rapidly,” said James 
E. Waun, MD, a Lansing anes¬ 
thesiologist representing the 
14,000-member Michigan State 
Medical Society (MSMS). 
“Sometimes rules and regula¬ 
tions don’t change as quickly 
as they should. 

“No one is here today to 
condemn our health plans or 
managed care organizations,” 
said Doctor Waun, who serves 
as vice chair of the MSMS 
Committee on Bioethics, “but

we all do have some concerns 
about our health care that we 
feel need to be addressed by 
our government that is essen¬ 
tially ‘us’.” 

Joining MSMS were repre¬ 
sentatives from the Michigan 
Partners for Patient Advocacy 
including the American Can¬ 
cer Society-Michigan Division, 
the American Diabetes 
Association-Michigan Divi¬ 
sion, the National Kidney 
Foundation of Michigan, the 
Hemophillia Foundation of 
Michigan, the Leukemia Soci¬ 
ety of America, the American 
Lung Association, the Michi¬ 
gan Pharmacists Association, 
Michigan Psychological Asso¬ 
ciation and the Crohns and 
Colitis Foundation, among 
others. State representatives 
Laura Baird, (D), Okemos, and 
Lynfte Martinez, (D), Lansing, 
also spoke in support of the 
federal legislation, as did rep¬ 
resentatives from Dingell’s 
and Stabenow’s offices.

gell’s bill-HR 3605 and S 1890- 
includes all of the necessary 
provisions for a true Patients' 
Bill of Rights, Doctor Waun 
said. 

“We salute Rep. Dingell for 
his efforts on behalf of our pa¬ 
tients, and we hope our pa¬ 
tients across Michigan will ask 
their own representatives and 
senators to support the Dingell 
bill,” Doctor Waun said. 

“We also commend Rep. 
Stabenow for her early sup¬ 
port in co-sponsoring this im¬ 
portant legislation,” Doctor 
Waun said, “and for all of the 
hard work she has done to im¬ 
prove health care during her 
tenure in state government 
and in Washington.” 

This legislation is very simi¬ 
lar to the Michigan Patient Bill 
of Rights passed in 1996, but it 
includes a provision that 


makes HMOs liable for the de¬ 
nial or delay of necessary cov¬ 
ered treatment options, Doctor 
Waun said. The Michigan Part¬ 
ners for Patient Advocacy is 
supporting Michigan Rep. 
Laura Baird's HMO liability 
bill which already has passed 
the House. 

The federal legislation also 
is different than Michigan’s in 
that it eliminates the ERISA 
pre-emption. The Employee 
Retirement Insurance Secu¬ 
rity Act, ERISA, was well- 
meaning legislation when pas¬ 
sed, Doctor Waun said, but it 
contained a loophole that doc¬ 
tors believe has been misin¬ 
terpreted by the courts, 
allowing employers to offer 
about half of America’s em¬ 
ployees a health plan that op¬ 
erates outside of state 
insurance regulations.

Its 
use was optional, enabling cus¬ 
tomers to complete calls using 
either the 734 code or the 313 
code. Beginning July 25, cal¬ 
lers who do not use the 734 
area code when required will 
hear a recording telling them 
they need to dial the call again 
using 734. 

Business customers are en¬ 
couraged to test their internal 
phone system to determine if it 
recognizes the new area code. 
Older business phone systems 


may not be equipped or pro¬ 
grammed to accept the newer 
area codes. Until 1995, area 
codes always had a T or ‘0’ as 
the middle digit. But because 
the supply of old codes has 
been depleted, new area codes 
have middle digits that uuse 
the numbers ‘2’ through ‘9’.

Incinerator conversion 
becomes reality

Eight years after the Central 
Wayne County Sanitation Au¬ 
thority and the Baltimore Gas 
& Electric Company jointly an¬ 
nounced that they had formed 
a partnership that would work 
toward converting the present 
CWCSA facility to a state-of- 
the-art, $106 million waste-to- 
energy plant, the first shovel of 
I* dirt was moved to make the 
dream a reality. 

On Thursday, CWCSA board 
of directors, representatives 
from Baltimore Gas & Electric, 
DB Riley, along with Wayne 
County, state and county elec¬ 
ted officials, mayors and coun¬ 
cil members of the five 
CWCSA communities partici¬ 
pated in a groundbreaking cer- 
emony at the Dearborn 
Heights-based facility. 

Kenneth Warfield, the 
mayor of Wayne who also 
serves as the chairman of the 
board of directors of the 
CWCSA, and one of several 
speakers, noted that “this (pro¬ 
ject) was a dream and it has 
now become a reality.” 

Warfield stressed that “from 
an environmental point of 
view, our project will become 
one of the cleanest in the coun¬ 
try. 


“We’ve been environmen¬ 
tally and financially prudent 
and, at the same time, we are 
maintaining our belief that 
each of us is responsible for 
taking care of the trash we pro¬ 
duce.” 

Opened in 1964 to dispose of 
trash generated in the member 
communities, the Central 
Wayne County Sanitation Au¬ 
thority plant is located on a 32- 
acre site in Dearborn Heights 
on Inkster Road, just north of 
Van Born. 

Five cities - Wayne, West- 
land, Inkster, Garden City and 
Dearborn Heights joined to¬ 
gether to operate the facility, 
financing the operation via 
municipal bonds and a millage 
levy. 

The incinerator has dis¬ 
posed of the waste and debris 
generated in the five commu¬ 
nities until recent increases in 
the costs of operating the plant 
became prohibitive due to the 
enactment of the Clean Air 
Act. 

To comply with the new fed¬ 
eral standards, the consortium 
was forced to seek a “partner” 
to help finance the operation. 

After months of debate and 
controversy, CWCSA finally 
found a partner in Constella¬ 
tion Power Inc., a subsidiary of 
Baltimore Gas & Electric, and

UB Riley, the American sub¬ 
sidiary of an international 
power plant equipment com¬ 
pany. 

The realigned CWCSA and 
new partners placed on the 
drawing boards a waste-to- 
energy plant that was accept¬ 
able to the majority of the com¬ 
munities, but was opposed by 
several environmental groups. 

Thomas M. Barnett, project 
manager, who has been the 
lead person responsible for 
guiding the partnership 
through the maze of federal, 
state and county agencies to 
obtain the necessary permits 
for the emerging facility noted 
that the new venture will pro¬ 
vide significant benefits for 
the member communities and 
the economy of the area and 
state. 

Barnett predicted that there 
would be approximately 300 


new jobs created by the new 
facility. 

The environmental groups, 
including the powerful Sierra 
Club of Southeast Michigan, 
opposed the expansion and 
conversion plans from the be¬ 
ginning. However, no protest 
group showed up at the 
groundbreaking ceremony on 
Thursday. 

On Thursday, State Repre¬ 
sentative Thomas Kelly, told 
the gathering of the “vision” 
that has become important to 
those who respect the environ¬ 
ment. 

“We celebrate not only this 
special occasion but also the 
vision born over 40 years ago 
by the five communities. That 
vision became clear to me in 
the early 1980s when as a coun¬ 
cilman in Wayne I became part 
of the project and it continued 
on the state level.” 


A 60-year-old Westland man 
shot and killed a groundhog in 
his backyard. 

Police discovered the ille¬ 
gal shooting while responding 
to an open burning complaint 
in the Hix-Palmer area on the 
night of July 4. 

While looking for the fire, 
police ran into a Westland cou¬ 
ple who live on Hix. 

“We don’t know anything 
about [the open burning com¬ 
plaint],” the husband said. In¬ 
stead, he told the officers that 
a man living on the 38000 block 
of Palmer had shot a pellet gun 
at something in a trap and 
buried it in his backyard. 

“We don’t want to make a 
big deal of it, but we are con¬ 
cerned that the neighbor is fir¬ 
ing a pellet gun, and it might 
hit our house or garage,” the 
husband said. “We just want 
you to tell him to quit shooting 
the pellet gun ... We don’t 
want to make more trouble 
with the people over there.” 

The officers went to the 
house on Palmer and met the 
60-year-old man, who admitted 
catching a groundhog in his 
backyard in a live trap, shoot¬ 
ing it with a .22-caliber rifle 
while it was confined, and 
then burying it. 

Why did he shoot the gun in 
violation of Westland’s ordi¬ 
nance? 

Partly because he didn’t ex¬ 


pect the shots to disturb his 
neighbors on the Fourth of 
July, when exploding fire¬ 
works could be heard, he told 
police. And partly because he 
thought it was safe to shoot the 
pellets in the direction of the 
trap, which was set into the 
dirt of his large lot. The bullets 
would travel in the dirt, not 
ricochet into the complaining 
couple’s house or garage. 

The officers didn’t buy the 
explanation. They told the 
man that he couldn’t violate 
the unlawful discharge of a 
firearm ordinance irregard- 
less of his intentions or the 
yard size. They advised him to 
contact the city’s animal con¬ 
trol to dispose of animals cau¬ 
ght in live traps in the future. 

The man agreed, but 
blamed the complaining cou¬ 
ple for the incident. 

It seems that the couple’s 
backyard is loaded with junk 
that attracts rodents, the man 
said. When the unwanted ro¬ 
dents roam from the couple’s 
property, it’s necessary for 
their neighbors to trap and ex¬ 
terminate the rodents, he said, 
requesting the officers to re¬ 
port the situation to the city’s 
ordinance officers. 

In addition to allegedly 
causing rodent problems, the 
man accused his neighbors of 
wrongly holding his mail. Not 
wanting to become entangled 
in the dispute, the officers sug¬ 
gested reporting the incident 
to the post office.

Famous Alans’ tain 


The roster reads like a con¬ 
vention of famous Americans -- 
George Washington, Abraham 
Lincoln, Edgar Allan Poe, and 
Charles Eames. 

This gathering, however, is 
not at a convention center. 
These names can be found at 
the Henry Ford Museum as 
part of the museum’s furniture 
collection where visitors can 
view the pieces designed, de¬ 
signed, manufactured or used 
by famous Americans, includ¬ 
ing those of George Washing¬ 
ton’s mother Mary and 
Abraham Lincoln’s widow 
Mary. 

Several pieces in the collec¬ 
tion illustrate various aspects 
of history from who “rules the 
roost” to the power of the Con¬ 
gressional vote. The chair orig¬ 
inally designed for the U.S. 
Supreme Court while it was 
still housed in Philadelphia 
has its own story as does the 
chair delivered to the House of 
Representatives in Washing¬ 
ton only to be vetoed by the 
members there who said it was 
too heavy. 

While these chairs tell polit¬ 
ical and social tales. Charles 
Eames concoctions of plywood 
and metal tell of innovations 
in comfort, leisure, durability, 


materials, and manufacture. 
Mary Todd Lincoln’s chair, 
also made of plywood but 
highly ornamented and uphol¬ 
stered, provides a time of Ro¬ 
coco Revival, featuring a view 
into an entirely different life¬ 
style and time - a time of Ro¬ 
coco Revival featuring carving, 
piercing foliage, fruit, scroll 
and flower motifs worked into 
the rosewood plywood. 

Author and poet Edgar Al¬ 
lan Poe was a frequent trav¬ 
eler who plied his trade from 
wherever he called home at 
the time. His portable writing 
desk, complete with storage 
for the craftsman’s tools, gave 
him the freedom necessary for 
creating even if upon a mid¬ 
night dreary. 

From chests of drawers to 
reading stands and tete- 
a-tetes, the variety in form, 
function, and era in the collec¬ 
tion at Henry Ford Museum 
provides a glimpse into the 
public and private lives of 
Americans from presidents to 
ordinary and extraordinary 
families and individuals. 

Visitors to the museum will 
find: 

A sofa of the Empire style 
featuring a spread eagle on the 
back, dolphins on the arms a 


hairy animal claws on the feet. 

A chair made of animal 
horns. This piece is one of sev¬ 
eral in the collection that are 
“homemade” by a gentleman 
who saw such pieces at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposi¬ 
tion St. Louis in 1904 and de¬ 
cided. “I can do that.” 

A carved rosewood table 
once belonging to Mary Todd 
Lincoln, Abraham Lincoln’s 
wife. 

A molded plywood coffee ta- 
ble designed by Charles 
Fames and manufactured by 
MIC. 

A 19th century (1810-1840) 
mahogany daybed. It is known 
as a “Recamier Sofa” after Ma¬ 
dame Recamier, a French so¬ 
cial leader in intellectual and 
literary circles. 

A dresser that actually func¬ 
tions as a lavatory when the 
doors of the piece are opened, 
ingenious piece was patented 
in 1883. 

A writing armchair with a 
drawer for paper and another 
under the seat for a candle, 
combining the comfort and 
functionality of the Windsor 
chair with the advantage of a 
arm. The chair was used by the 
Reverend Erastus Learned of 
Westminster. CT.

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Juke Joints jive at museum 


By day the Little Grocery, a 
store located in Washington, 
North Carolina, served soda’s 
and ice cream floats, but at 
night, it turned into a social 
spot where the neighbors 
could drink and dance to the 
juke box. 

Artist Willie Little recreates 
his family’s store in the exhibi¬ 
tion, Juke Joint. This CON¬ 
TACT exhibition, which offers 
a trip down memory lane, is 
scheduled to open in conjunc¬ 
tion Carla Glamb with the ex¬ 
hibition, Detroit’s Black 
Bottom and Paradise Valley: 
Help Us Collect Interim Direc¬ 
tor of Public Relations &Mar- 
keting Your Past, on July 25, 
1998 at the Charles H. Wright 
Museum of African American 
History. 

Using physically altered 
mannequins, theatre walls, 
props such as perishable 
foods, wooden cases, faux exte¬ 
riors, an authentic jukebox 
with music and sound, Willie 
Little’s installation, Juke Joint, 
recreates the rural southern 
culture of a bygone era. 

The poised mannequins, 
portraying colorful, real life 
characters, along with a narra¬ 
tive of childhood thoughts 
musing at adult idiosyncrasies, 
bring the exhibition to life. 
For instance, “Romie Dee had 
a golf ball-sized goiter on the 
side of his face. He suffered 
from an ailment my sisters and 
I referred to as ‘the vomit 
cough.’ We would mimic the 
cough on command ... “or 
“Miss Beola who had a laugh 
that sounded like the down 
shifting of an old car’s trans¬ 
mission, gears just a-grinding... 

“ Using this type of running 
narrative, Little reminisces 
about each of the characters 
throughout the exhibit. 

“It was more than a liquor 


house, it was a meeting place 
where black folks unbottled 
their joys and pains,” said Lit¬ 
tle. “It served them with a shot 
of gin and shared how to make 
the bitter twist of life easier to 
swallow, if not sweeter to taste. 
The installation’s goal is to fa¬ 
cilitate the viewer’s experienc¬ 
ing the characters’ vivacity, 
their passion and their desper¬ 
ate drive to not merely exists, 
but live joyfully despite the 
tragedy of a marginalized exis¬ 
tence.” “Juke” a common pro¬ 
nunciation of “joog,” a word 
meaning disorderly which is 
found among the Gullah Gee- 
chie blacks in South Carolina 
and Georgia. “Joog” may ulti¬ 
mately derive from “Dzugu” a 
Bamabara African word mean¬ 
ing wicked. Juke is applied to 
African American liquor 
houses throughout the rural 
South. (Otto, John S. and 
Agustus M Bums, Encyclope¬ 
dia Southern Culture.) 

NARRATIVE EXCERPTS: 

1. Mr. William Godley “ a 
tall, lanky and scraggly 
bearded man with two long, 
yellowing walrus teeth. That 
man did love to dance. In his 
own little world, in the middle 
of the floor, he played an air 
harmonica...” 

2. Charles Tetherton “ 
would quote bible scripture af¬ 
ter a few belts of Colt 45 or 
Schlitz...” 

3. Pee Wee “ was a drunken 
wanderer, always hitchhiking 
after getting loaded. One day 
he was found dead on the side 
of the road. He had been hit.” 

4. Sally Chauncey “ a mas¬ 
culine woman with large 
breasts and nappy hair. One 
day she got messy drunk and 
went on herself in the vinyl 
seat of my father’s 64 Chevy 
truck...”

Willie Little, creator of the 
exhibit said: 

Juke Joint is a recreation of 
my father’s illegal liquor 
house and a recollection of my 
experiences there as an Afri¬ 
can American child growing 
up in rural North Carolina. 
The installation is a slice of 
life, a tableau frozen in time 
from the late 60’s and early 
70’s. At 6 or 7, 1 was like a 
sponge absorbing all the 
“goings on” in that paper shot¬ 
gun shack. “Juke Joint” is a 
historical and cultural work in 
that it documents a fading part 
of the rural lifestyle. 

Juke joints were an anom¬ 
aly particular to the African 
American experience. During 
the day, my father’s place was 
known as “Little’s Grocery.” 
But when the night fell, so did 
its mask of civic purpose. Peo¬ 
ple stole in from across the 
country for a little gin, a little 
dancing and romancing. “The 
Store” was a physical meta¬ 
phor for the masks upon masks 
that African American have al¬ 
ways had to wear in a country 
that actively relegated their 
existence to the darkest 
comers, the darkest hours. 

I grew beyond the shame of 
youth to the pride of adulthood 
as I described, like snapshots 
of life, the sights, sounds and 
smells of the people whose ex¬ 
istence is ingrained vividly in 
my memory. I have discovered, 
though, that as I tell my per¬ 
sonal stories, many people 
from various backgrounds and 
races tell me I am telling their 
stories as well.

Twenty-four year-old Gar¬ 
den City resident Ross Wester- 
bur is not your typical college 
professor. You won’t see the 
Wayne State math professor 
sipping tea or smoking a pipe 
on weekends.

The “micro- 
moog” is a keyboard syn- 
thisizer that allows a musician 
to make a lot of different 
sounds. 

Ross, who graduated from 
Garden City high school with 
high math honors in 1992, and 


the other members of the 
group have two albums out, a 
new website, and they regu¬ 
larly perform around town in¬ 
cluding at Westlands’ Mos¬ 
quito Club. 

Westerbur’s band has been 
written about in the local Jam 
Rag magazine and talked about 
on 102.7 FM where they were 
compared by one dee-jay as the 
“next Motor City 5”. For those of 
you who don’t know, the Motor 
City were very political and 


revolutionary in their music 
and political views. Also, both 
band’s vocalists scream into the 
microphone a lot alike. 

While Westerbur says his 
band doesn’t push main 
stream political views, he does 
express some concerns.

Michigan’s casino 


growing tourist attraction 


Call it gaming. Call it gam¬ 
bling. Call it whatever you 
want, but make no mistake, it’s 
big in Michigan, and getting 
bigger, AAA Michigan reports. 

On July 4,1984, the Bay Mills 
Indian Community opened 
Bay Mills Blackjack Casino on 
Whitefish Bay in Michigan’s 
Upper Peninsula. It was Michi¬ 
gan’s first casino and the first 
tribal blackjack casino in the 
United States. By Las Vegas or 
Atlantic City standards, it was 
small. Just 15 blackjack tables 
and one dice table set up in a 
2,400- square-foot room in the 
tribal center. Beverages were 
available but no food. 

Tourists now flock to 14 ca¬ 
sinos operated in Michigan by 
seven Indian tribes-10 in the 
Upper Peninsula and four be¬ 
low the bridge. Four other 
tribes have proposals before 
the Michigan Legislature for 


casinos in Mackinaw City, Man¬ 
istee, Battle Creek and New 
Buffalo. 

Detroit officials hope to get 
in on the action with three ca¬ 
sinos on a site near the Detroit 
River, but those plans need fi¬ 
nal approval from state gam¬ 
ing officials. 

Growth in the size and 
splendor of Michigan casinos 
has matched the growth in nu¬ 
mbers. Tourists no longer have 
to travel to Las Vegas or Atlan¬ 
tic City to enjoy their favorite 
action in glitzy surroundings. 

Complexes like Soaring Ea¬ 
gle in Mount Pleasant and 
Vegas Kewadin in Sault Ste. 
Marie are impressive, multi¬ 
structure layouts offering ev¬ 
erything from luxury hotels 
with state-of-the art 
convention/conference facili¬ 
ties to upscale shops, fine res¬ 
taurants and entertainment 


venues featuring big-names 
stars. 

The Indian-owned facilities 
continue to develop expansion 
plans aimed at attracting more 
tourists. Soaring Eagle, for ex¬ 
ample, recently added more 
craps tables, roulette tables 
and Big-Six wheels. This sum¬ 
mer, Soaring Eagle’s 518-room 
luxury hotel will open, en¬ 
abling it to be a serious player 
in the conference/convention 
business. 

The Vegas Kewadin com¬ 
plex in Sault Ste. Marie even 
has an art gallery. The Bewat- 
ing Gallery in the atrium sep¬ 
arating the casino’s two 
gaming rooms displays and 
sells paintings, jewelry and 
crafts created by Native Amer¬ 
ican artists. Some of the works 
are by local Indian children. 
Seventy-two-year-old Charlie 
Shedawin is there most days 


making black-ash baskets, and 
he’ll gladly show his technique 
to visitors. 

The Bay Mills Blackjack Ca¬ 
sino that started it all still op¬ 
erates- it’s now called King’s 
Club-and the Bay Mills tribe 
has opened another facility 
nearby, the Bay Mills Resort 
and Casino on Waiska Bay. It 
has a 67-room hotel, a fine- 
dining restaurant with a view 
of the bay, two lounges and a 
gift shop. 

Michigan’s casinos benefit 
from and contribute to the 
state’s many tourist attrac¬ 
tions. Vacationers can com¬ 
bine a gaming experience with 
visits to nearby places such as 
the Lake Michigan dunes, the 
Soo Locks, Mackinac Island 
and more. By the same token, 
the availability of gaming adds 
to Michigan’s attraction for 
tourists seeking a diversified 


vacation experience. 

Slot machines are by far the 
most popular choice for gam¬ 
ing. Michigan’s 14 Indian-run 
casinos house almost 11,000 
electronic gaming machines. 
Many casinos regularly hold 
blackjack, poker and craps 
tournaments in which players 
compete against each other for 
prize money in addition to 
what they might win from the 
house. There also are slots 
tournaments in which players’ 
winnings earn credit points 
they can exchange for non¬ 
cash prizes. Midwest Gaming 
and Travel, a monthly maga¬ 
zine that covers the scene, 
publishes a calendar of these 
events. 

Whether you’re a serious 
player with a fat roll to wager, 
or just a casual dabbler whose 
limit is $25, you’ll have plenty 
of company. Most casinos oper¬ 


ate around the clock, and even 
in the early morning hours the 
action is lively. 

Places To Bet: 

Michigan tourism promo¬ 
ters like to point out that no 
matter where in the state you 
are, you’re never more than an 
80-mile ride from a Great 
Lake. It may not be too long 
before that can be said about 
casinos.

Farm equipment crashes drop 


Motorists ran into farm 
equipment on Michigan road¬ 
ways 256 times in 1996 (the 
most recent statistics 
available)-four people were 
killed and another 108 people 
were injured. 

“There has been a steady 
decline in motor vehicle colli¬ 
sions with farm equipment 
since 1993, but the frequency 
of these accidents is still about 
one every 1.5 days and that is 


largely unwarranted,” says 
Howard Doss, Michigan State 
University Extension safety 
leader. 

Most of the crashes occur on 
clear, dry days on local county 
roads south of M-46. 

The four fatalities in 1996 
occurred in Genesee, Monroe, 
Montcalm, and St. Clair coun¬ 
ties. 

Doss says that motorists 
must learn to slow down imme¬ 


diately when they see farm 
equipment on the road. 

“Most motorists do not real¬ 
ize how rapidly a vehicle trav¬ 
eling at 55 Mph. will close farm 
equipment traveling at 15 
Mph.,” Doss says. 

“If they suddenly spot the 
equipment 400 feet ahead of 
them, they have less than 
seven seconds to avoid a colli¬ 
sion, and that is not enough 
time for some drivers.”

Prestige retains Anderson S-Lball title 


Champs edge Westland in finals

Two of the top softball, 
teams in the nation clashed on 
Sunday in the 22nd annual 
Leonard J. Anderson Invita¬ 
tional Tournament for the ti¬ 
tle, and when the smoke 
cleared, defending champ 
Prestige of Taylor remained 
atop of its throne. 

For the second consecutive 
year, Prestige has managed to 
win the coveted tournament ti¬ 
tle. 

The champs jolted Westland 
Jimmies’, one of, if not the, top 
team in the nation twice dur¬ 
ing the three-day invitational 
staged in the city of Wayne on 
diamonds named for the slain 
police officer. 

Westland, ranked as high as 
No. 1 in some polls in the na¬ 
tion, led three times in their 
rematch with the defending 


champs before falling 27-22. 

Prestige had beaten the 
Westland club in the prelimi¬ 
nary rounds, 17-14. 

Westland’s manager Larry 
Quartuccio said he was disap¬ 
pointed at the loss, but not at 
the intensity of the two games 
they played with their nem¬ 
esis. 

“This year’s crowd was able 
to see some of the finest soft- 
ball in the country,” Quartuc¬ 
cio said. “We had an estimated 
600 fans out there Friday night. 

“Yes, it was disappointing to 
lose, but I have to say that this 
series was one of the greatest 
our team has been involved 
in.” 

A field of 18 teams gathered 
for the 1998 tournament, which 
honors the memory of Patrol¬ 
man Leonard J. Anderson, the 
first and only law enforcement 
officer slain in the line of duty 
in the city of Wayne. Patrol¬ 


man Anderson was killed re¬ 
sponding to a domestic 
violence spat in May of 1974. 

Anderson’s son, Greg, inci¬ 
dentally is also a Wayne police 
officer. 

In the finals, Westland ex¬ 
ploded for eight runs in the 
bottom of the third to erase a 
8-1 deficit to grab a 9-8 lead. 
They widened the margin to 
12-9 after four, but Prestige 
came back with seven runs in 
the fifth to regain the lead, 
16-12. 

Westland appeared to have 
the game sewed up with a 10- 
run outburst in the fifth. Pres¬ 
tige refused to quit and an¬ 
swered the challenge with 
three runs in the sixth, then 
erupted for eight unanswered 
runs in their seventh to put the 
game out of reach. 

The Westlanders wasted a

Another key factor in the 
political issue is that of the 
hospice program statewide. 
Most hospice leaders point to 
their programs as qualified al¬ 
ternatives to assisted suicide, 
particularly in the area of 
curbing pain. 

But as in most cases, side 
issues may overwhelm voters 
in making their decision - or 
positive or negative family 
death memories.

The Rev. A1 Rice, formerly 
of the Belleville United Meth¬ 
odist Church, was reported to 
have said delaying the anti-

casino vote until the year 2000 
would be “absolutely worth¬ 
less.” 

He said his forces would 
continue to work to get the ca¬ 
sino question on the ballot. 

But state officials said they 
see little other options for the 
statewide group. 

Meanwhile in Detroit a ma¬ 
jor battle will definitely be on 
the ballot in that city between 
forces backing Mayor Dennis 
Archer and those of Don Bar¬ 
den, who are seeking to get a 
casino option for themselves. 

Part of that battle even 
brought noted entertainer Mic¬ 
hael Jackson to the Metro area 
to offer a huge entertainment 
center along with a casino. 

That offer has muddied De¬ 
troit residents views of the fu¬ 
ture of casinos in Detroit.

Wow, What a ride! Just looking 
at this one gives you a rush of 
adrenaline. Its sleek sexy curves 
and cat-eyed headlamps give it a 
personality of its own. Definitely 
what I would consider to be one 
of the best looking automobiles 
out on the road today.

In case you have not yet fig¬ 
ured out which vehicle I am mak¬ 
ing reference to, it is the 1998 
Firebird Formula. Make no mis¬ 
take, this one is no chicken! The 
way it launches off the line, the 
way it feels when you go from ze¬ 
ro to 60 in under six seconds, the 
way people look at you while be¬ 
hind the wheel. Just that is worth 
it But there is so much more to 
this sporty dynamo. 

This one delivers what its 
looks promise. The lightweight

Just step on the gas, and you 
wont know what hit you. The 
tires squeal in first gear taking off 
from a traffic light And you leave 
everybody else in your dust If 
they’re lucky enough to catch up 
to you, you’re gone again. Steer¬ 
ing this one is no problem, shift¬ 
ing this one is no problem, merg¬ 
ing on the freeway is no problem 
and turning on a dime, well, no 
problem there either. 

How might a driver of this spe- 
cially equipped 1998 Firebird 
feel? All dressed up with every¬ 
where to go! The special W68 
Sport Appearance Package in¬ 
cludes a distinctive chin spoiler, 
rocker panel extensions, and a 
much deeper rear valance. 

While inside the Formula you 
notice that the cockpit environ¬ 
ment is designed for the serious 
driver All of the gauges are illu¬ 
minated, and just where you 
would put them. On the steering 
wheel are additional stereo con¬ 
trols so that you can keep two 


hands on the wheel at all times 
for better control. Some of the

While driving this auto with the 
T-Tops of£ I was very surpiised at 
how little noise I heard. I ex¬ 
pected it to be much louder. The 
only problem was that the glass 
was heavy, and hard for me to re¬ 
move or put back in place solo.. 
But, it’s a great driving experi¬ 
ence, and adds to the sleek pack¬ 
age. You can also get this model 
in a convertible. 

My test car basically came 
loaded. I didn’t want for anything 
more.
